Given at the First Annual Meeting of the Southern California Eclectic Medical 
Association Los Angeles, May %, 1898, by T. F. KELLEGHAN, M. D. PRESIDENT, 
Santa Barbara, Cal. 


Fellow Members of the Southern 
California Eclectic Medical Associa- 
tion: As president of this Association, 
it becomes my duty to offer an annual 
address. I assure you it gives me 
creat pleasure to have the honor of 


extending to each of you a cordial 


welcome to this our first meeting. A 
year has passed since first we met in 
Dr. Munk’s office, to organize this As- 
sociation, and with the experience it 
has added to each of our lives, we have 
again come together more determined 
than ever, to perfect our society, 
and to establish it so firmly that in 
after years we shall feel proud that we 
were the founders of such an organi- 
zation, I sincerely trust that our 
present meeting may be harmonious, 
ind that none of our members will 
so far forget themselves as to disgrace 
their school and society by engaging 
in a free fight, as did certain eminent 
physicians of San Francisco, at the 
recent meeting of the Allopathic State 
Society, held in Fresno on the 20th of 
April. There is an old saying that 


when thieves fall out, honest people 


get their just dues—it is evidently 


now the honest people’s inning. 
I hope our proceedings at this meet- 


ing and in the future will be of such 
a character as will demonstrate to the 


world that we are indeed the advance 
guards of medical truth, liberty, and 
progress; that we have no distrust of 


the correctness of our cause, nor of its. 


success. We desire the public to 
know that we are pledged to no code 
of ethics that does not concede 
equal freedom to all, and to none that 
is not based on scientific attainments 
and gentlemanly conduct, permitting 
physicians to present themselves before 
the public in every honorable manner, 
and that our medical and surgical sys- 


tem, in its internal administration, is 


what it should be—American! 

Our system is not an exotic; it is 
native-born, hence it must be free from 
ancient superstitions and isms. If it 
be an “igm,” then it is truly an Ameri- 
can “ism” or nationalism. It has 
within it the spirit of the life of pro- 
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gress and freedom of thought; and 


her votaries, actuated and animated © 


by the spirit of truth, will not canonize 
ignorance, egotism, and bigotry, in the 
persons of the ancient teachers, and 
let prejudice bar them from assisting 
the sick; but they go streaming from 
their finger-tips benedictions to suffer- 
ing humanity. No system of medicine up 
to the present time has done more, di- 


rectly, for its followers, and through 


them directly for humanity, in the way 
of discovering new remedies, and of 
putting before the medical profession 
and the world at large the true thera- 


peutic uses of these remedies than has 


the Eclectic school. Our old-school 
friends (?) have profitted by our discov- 
-eries without giving us due credit; 
but they have that right if they enjoy 
that use of it. We have the right to 
think broadly; we have the right to 
chose at will from the works of others; 
we have the right to prescribe at the 


bedside of the sick whatever remedy 


we may deem best, let3it come from 
whatever source it may, without any 
man having the right to say aught 
against it; for this is Eclecticism in its 
broadest sense. 

Iam pleased to say that the outlook 
for Eclecticism was never brighter 
than at the present time. We have 
accomplished much in the past, con- 
sidering the oppression we have had 
to contend with, but we must not for- 
get for a moment that there is still 
hard work beforeus. A few years ago, 
it was something very, very unusual to 
hear of an Eclectic physician receiving 
an appointment, even from a fourth- 
class insurance company, The very 
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fact that he was an Eclectic was urged 
avainst him as a reason why he should 
not receive the appointment; but this 
prejudice has been gradually over- 
come, and to-day we have government 
recognition in all the differeut depart- 
ments, County, State, and National. 
Also the various insurance companies 
and railway companies have recognized 
the ability of Eclectic physicians, and 
it is @ very common occurrence now to. 
hear of Eclectic physicians receiving 
appointments. But a few appoint- 
ments here and there will not suffice. 


What we demand is equal representa- 


tion in all the different departments of 
our government, National, State, and 
County; and until this privilege shall 
be granted,/we must keep hard at 
work; and the harder we work, the 
sooner shall we succeed. The question 
arises, how is this to be accomplished ? 
By a thorough and more systematic 
organization of our County, State, and 
National Societies; and by a thorough 
training in the principles of Eclectic- 
ism; and not by retaliation nor abuse. 
We can never build up ourselves or 
our cause, be it ever so worthy, by 
trying to drag others down. Let us 
congratulate ourselves upon the fact, 
that we are assuming such formidable 
proportions in the medical world that 
our enemies are waking up to the mat- 
ter, and leaving nothing undone that 1s 
within their power, to check our 
growth. But I tell you, gentlemen, 
with a thorough organization, nothing 


can hinder our progress. 


‘In Union there is Strength.” Let 
us compactly organize, and let strength 
of character, purpose, and principle,

be the burden of our plea in demand- 
ing our rights. We have a good Nat- 
ional.Society, but it might be twenty 
times better, if every Eclectic in the 
country would do but his duty and 
join our National Society. The same 
may be said of our State Society. To 
me this seems an injustice to our Soci- 
ety and to the cause we represent; and 
any doctor who will practice medicine 


under the protection of our State So- 


ciety, and not become a member of it, 
and contribute toward its support, is 
not worthy of the title of Eclectic. 
And just so long as such a condition 


of affairs exists, just so long will we be 


kept down, and out in the background, 
while our more diligent Allopathic 
friends will reap the fruits that are to 
be gathered. 

Iam sorry to say that our County 
Societies are so few and far between, I 
think that there are but five in the 
whole State, and not even one in 
Southern California, Just think of it! 
Southern California with a population 
of about 200,000, and not one County 
Society! and yet, Los Angeles County 
has a population of about 140,000, and 
from 35 to 40 Eclectic physicians! I 
must say, and I think you will agree 
with me, that this is a very poor show- 
ing for the Kelectics of Los Angeles 
County. I only wish that I could con- 
vince every member of this Association 


within hearing of my voice, of the 
necessity of, and the benefit to be de- 
rived from, County Societies; so that 
when you return to your respective 
Counties you would set to work and 
organize. Every County that has a 
dozen physicians should have a County 
society, and meet often. After a while 
you will find that these meetings will 
not only be a benefit to you in the way 
of disseminating medical knowledge, 


but they will establish you as a school — 


before the public. 

There is one very important thing 
that I wish to call your attention to, 
and that is the guarding of our Asso- 
ciation against disreputable physicians. 
it is much easier to keep them out in 


the first place, than it is to get rid of 
them after they are once in. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank you 
one and all for the high honor you 
have conferred upon me by electing me 
the first President of this Association. 
To those who have so ably assisted me 


by their co-operation and counsel, I 


tender my sincere thanks; and particu- 
larly to Dr. Welbourn, our efficient 
Secretary. 

I hope to meet all of you at many 
annual meetings, and labor side by 
side with you, in a cause where liberty 
of thought is no longer considered a 
crime. 


Valentine’s Irrigation Treatment of Gonorrhea. 


Read before meeting of Eclectic Medical Association of Southern California May 7th, 
1898, by W, D. CoaTEs, M. D. 


In attempting to present this sub- 
ject I lay no claim whatever to origi- 


nality, but simply endeavor to place 
before this Association the subject 
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matter as it has been presented to the 
medical profession in general by Dr. 
Fred C. Valentine of New York City. 
For introducing and popularizing in 
America this method of treatment he 
deserves the greatest share of credit. 
Before proceeding further it might 
be well to ask, Is there a necessity for 
anew treatment? Why not rely upon 
the old method of hand injections and 
internal medication? To these ques- 
tions I will answer that every practi- 
tioner meets many uncured cases of 
gleet and stricture, which have been 
treated in the old way. Then the old 
way has not been a success in these 
cases, in fact these results are directly 
and indirectly chargeable to the meth- 
od of handling them. Again, the aver- 
age time of cure when cure is effected 
by the old method is given as from 
three to six weeks. Then if a new 
method can be offered which will cure 
all cases of gonorrhcea,—not permit 
them or any part of them to go on to 
stricture formation;—will prevent 


2 leet,—will cure them in less than half 


the time,'then all fair-minded practi- 
tioners must concede superiority to the 
new method. I offer you to-day what 
I have chosen to denominate, ‘“ Valen- 
tine’s Irrigation Treatment of Gonor- 
rhea.” 

It is a feasible and rational proced- 
ure and is eminently sustained in the 
results accomplished by those who 
have tested its merits. Bearing upon 
the average time of cure, I quote as 
follows 

“Goldburg gives the consensus of 
experience of all authors who wrote 
both favorably and unfavorably of 
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these irrigations without a catheter 
using mainly solutions of potassic per- 
manganate. He shows that sixty per 
cent. are so cured within ten days: 
thirty per cent.in fourteen days; five 
per cent. require a longer time be- 


cause of a violation of the injunctions 


regarding coitus and alcohol, while five 
per cent. are: unexplained failures.’ 
American experience, according to Val- 


entine, differs in that the failures are 


within two percent. It is perfectly 
true, says he, that I have had eighty- 
two cases of genuine gonorrhea which 
recovered within three days. 
The treatment consists of large an- 
terior and intiavesical irrigations,with- 


out a catheter, but by means of an 
apparatus especially devised by Valen- 


tine and manufactured by F. Alfred 
Reichart & Co.,27 Barclay St., New 
York, Pot. permanganate, in solution 
from 1 to 1200 to 1 to 1000 has been 
most useful in the great majority of 
cases. Other drugs used are boric 
acid, mercuric bichloride, silver nitrate 


and cupric sulph. 


The apparatus consists of a bracket, 
pereolator, a rubber tube 73 feet long, 
a stop-cock, a glass shield, and glass 
nozzels. A recent improvement is a 
sliding bracket, which is very con- 


venient for lowering and elevating the 


percolator. Says Valentine: ‘* Those 
who but test the treatment are assur- 
ed of the following facts: (1). Every 
urethra, not too tightly strictured, and 
every bladder can be irrigated without 
a catheter; (2), irrigations properly 
employed will cure gonorrhea quicker 
than any other mode of treatment, and 
(3), internal medication is useless,— 
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hand injections are futile. 
TECHNIQUE. 

Anrerion Irrigation: Have patient 
drop trousers and drawers to knees 
and fold shirt upward. 

2. Adjust a rubber apron twenty 
inches square with hole in its upper 
third to allow penis to pass through; 

8. Close stopcock and place it with 


shield in the basin to be deseribed 


presently. 
4. Put solution to be ates ed in 


the irrigator ata temperature of 110 


to 120 F. 

5. Place irrigator in the brass ring 
which has been screwed to wall nine 
feet from flour. 

6. When irrigator is in its collar 
attach the proper nozzle. 

7. Order patient to empty his blad- 
der entirely, unless there is pain on 
urinating. 

8. Place the patient on a -wooded 
chair as far forward as he can sit com- 
fortably, his shoulders resting against 
back of chair. 

9. Hand the patient an agate-ware 
wash basin twelve inches in diameter; 
let him hold it with both hands slight- 
ly tilted toward himself, his penis rest- 
ing in the basin. 

10. Stand at the patient’s right side, 
raise his penis by your third, fourth 
and fifth fingers of the leit hand and 
press it firmly but gently against the 
ball of your left thumb, This leaves 
the thumb and index finger free to 
manipulate the foreskin and glands as 
may be required. 

ll. Take the stop-cock with its 
shields in the right hand. the ring 
finger passed through the ring. 


12. Adjust the moveable band of 
the stop-cock so as to permit a gentle 
stream to escape from the nozzle, 
let this run upon the outer .sur- 
face of the prepuce until thoroughly 


cleansed. 


13. With the left thumb and index 
finger slowly retract the prepuce while 


the streams plays upon all its parts un- 


til its mucous surface and glands are 
entirely cleaned. 

14. Holding the glands with the 
left thumb and index finger, evert 
the lips of the meatus while the stream 
plays upon them,—opening the mea- 


tus still more as the stream is directed 


into it. 

15. When all the discharge is wish 
ed from all the visible parts of the 
meatus, the nozzle is placed more close- 
ly to it and the force of the stream 
gradually increased until its impact is 
felt against the left middle finger. By 
this time about one-fifth of the con- 
tents of the irrigator will have been 
used. 

16. When the second one-fifth has 
flowed into the basin, relax the grasp 


of the middle finger upon the urethra. — 


The force of the current being stil} 
further increased it will strike against 
the fourth finger of the hand holding 
the penis. 

17. Relax the little finger in the 
manner directed under 16, which per- 
mits the flushing of the entire anterior 
uretha. 

INTRAVESICAL IRRIGATION, 

In every case anterior irrigation 
should be done before practicing intra- 
vesical irrigation. This done, simply 
occlude the meatus with nozzel, there- 
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‘by transmitting the hydrostatic force 
against the shut-off muscle, which will 
readily yield, allowing the solution to 
pass on into the posterior urethra and 
bladder. Double washing should be 
done at each sitting. In most cases 
turning on the full stream at once will 
produce urethrospasm,entirely prevent- 


ing irrigation. In such a case inter- | 


rupt the operation and let the contents 
of the urethra pass into the basin. Again 
occlude the meatus and permit the 
solution to flow in very gently. As the 
urethra is being distended, instruct the 


patient to breath deeply and to uri- 


nate , when you will find that the solu- 
tion will readily enter the bladder. 

It is customary to do two irrigations 
daily, with twelve hours intervening. 
Complications, ‘such as stricture and 


other organic diseases must be met by 


appropriate treatment. 

Quoting from Valentine,—Some au- 
thors hold that much of the effect of 
the permanganate irrigations is due to 
local oxidations; others attribute it to 


direct chemical charges in the tissues 


affected, while Goldberg believes that 
potassic permanganate, when so em- 
ployed, exerts direct gonococcidal ac- 
tion. There remains the mechanical 


view that the large, heavy pressure of 


water alone suffices to produce that ar- 
tificial oedema in which gonococci can- 
not live; pain on urinating is entirely 
arrested by the first irrigation, or so 
modified ‘so as to make it quite toler- 
able. The discharge is stopped at 
once, or so diminished that bandages 
or other protections for the garments 
become entirely unnecessary. No in- 
jections or drugs by mouth are given 
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except cascara sagrada for constipation. 

After irrigation a quantity of clean 
water should be run through the ap. 
paratus to carry off small quantities of 
the solution adhering. 

Care of nozzle:—1,—Immediately 
after use, detach nozzle and place it in 
the basin; 

2,—Let hot water run over it; 

3,—Boil it for half an hour in a sol- 
ution of caustic soda; 

4,—Take it from the solution with 
sterilized forceps and place it in a sol- 
ution of corrosive sublimate, 1-500 (16 
grains to the pint). 

5,—Before using again rinse in clean 
water.

Health at Skaguay, Alaska. 


J. A. KUYKENDAL,L M. D., ’96 C. M. C., Skaguay. 


Skaguay is situated at the southern 
or oceanic extremity of a canyon; the 
northern end of this vale is the gate- 


way of White Pass—incidentally the 


most easily navigable route to the 
Klondike. On the eastern edge of the 
town raises a mountain range, com- 
posed of a succession of hills; this 
pyramidal style of architecture caused 
depressions, and these reservoir water 
of purest crystal with which Skaguay 
is supplied by a modern system of con- 
duits. 

The Skaguay river is the eastern 
boundary of the town; another system 


of hills and mountain peaks rises 
abruptly from its opposite shore. It 
is not necessary for us to have our 
streets littered with the decomposing 
carcasses of horses and dogs, as 18 
commonly believed in the States, for 


this stream performs all the offices of 


a sewerage main and carries all our 
refuse out to sea. 
Less than a year ago, Skaguay was 


almost unknown; now it has a perma- 


nent population of between 4,000 and 
5,000, has regularly laid out and 
graded streets, instead of trails, is 
electrically illuminated, and has wharf- 
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age facilities that would do honor to a 
city of 50,000 inhabitants; it will be 
the supply depot of the interior of 
Alaska (also the capitol, soon) when 
the railroad now in course of construc- 
tion is completed. This road will be 
known as “ The Pacific and Arctic Rail- 
way and Navigation Company,” and 
will operate between Skaguay and 
Bennett City, connecting there with 
boats. for Dawson City and other 
points; ultimately it will be built on 
to Fort Selkirk. Jt will be ready to 
transport passengers and freight to the 
lakes by September. 

Business is overdone in every line; 
I'd advise the class of ’98 to steer clear. 


There are 25 or more physicians here 


and not one making office rent. Hon- 
estly, I believe Skaguay, as a hea!th 
resort, is unsurpassed. There are six 
well-appointed drug stores, and our 
largest business is in outfitting -those 
going inside; the townspeople patron- 
izing only the “bitters” and “nervine” 
bottles. The commodities of life are 
nearly as cheap as elsewhere, merely 
the addition of freight to the ordinary 
price. 

The climate is salubrious (?); for 
the past three days the thermometer 
on the front door of the ‘ Pill Box” 
(in the sun) has registered 110°, 115°, 
and 108° respectively, during the cold- 
est weather we've had since I’ve kept 
tab, the mercury has not gone below 
8° above zero. That the atmosphere 
is beneficial, may be surmised from the 
fact that I’ve gained twelve pounds 
since my arrival—andI was’nt emaci- 
ated when I arrived. — 


This leads me to speak of the myth- 
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ical cerebro-spinal meningitis; there 
may have been cases in which opistho- 
tonous, hyperesthesia, and petechial 
eruptions were symptomatic of this 
epidemic fever; but, like you folks one 
or two thousand miles distant, I’ve had 
auricular, not official proof thereof, 

Guess it’s something like the case of 
a Mrs. B— who died a couple of days 
since; before she was permitted to 
“shuffle off this mortal coil” she was — 
medicated by three separate and dis- 
tinct ‘‘regulars”’; one said she had “in- 
flamation of the stomach”; another, 
pericarditis; and the other, cerebro- 
spinal meningitis! To-day the ‘‘Skag- 
uay News” announces her death, and 
gives the cause as inflammation of the 
bowels. 

Rents and land valuations are exorb- | 
itant and very disproportionate. If a 
man does’nt improve and constantly | 
dwell upon his property, he cannot be 
sure what he owns to-day will be his 
to-morrow. There is really no law in 
Alaska and possession is ten-tenths, 
not nine. Yet, surprising as it 1s, 
there is a semblance of order without 
law; occasionally one of ‘‘Soapy” 
Smith’s lieutenants, or some Courtesan, 
will inveigle a “ Reuben” into a den 
and filch acouple of hundred from 
him; but as the whole population are 
here only to “graft” strangers, those 
not directly concerned in the act 
merely smile. 

The ice has been broken on the lakes 
and where there was a city of 10,000 
at Bennett last week there are prob- 
ably ten left. There’s no one passing 
thro’ here at present for the interior. 
but the shopkeeperg keep right on 
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preparing for the rush which is ex- 
pected in August; they all believe the 
rush to the Klondike is only in its in- 


Cipiency, to be resumed soon, or, at 


least after Uncle Sam squelches Spain. 


Chronic Castritis. 


Louis A. KENGLA, M. D., San Francisco, Cal. 


A report of a very severe case of 


gastritis was freely copied in the medi- 
cal journals during the year 1896, in 
whieh glycozone was successfully used. 

At that time, J. W., aged 38, a 
blacksmith, came under my care. His 
illness began in 1894, with the usual 
symptons of gastritis, In January, 
1895, he had become so much worse 
that he placed himself in the hands of 
one of our best physicians, under 
whose care he continued until Novem- 
ber of the same year, when I was con- 
sulted. 

After hearing his history and the 
treatment given, I urged him to return 
to his physician, insisting that nothing 
more could be done. My protest was 
in vain. 

Examination revealed an emaci- 
ated, thin, and badly nourished body;

pale; his temperature normal; the 


bowels inclined to constipation with 


occasional diarrhcea with white, pasty 
offensive stools; the lungs, heart, and 
kidneys healthy; the liver a trifle small. 

There was no painful point and no 
evidence of enlargement, tumor, or 
ulcer. He was so thin that the abdo- 
men could be most thoroughly exam- 


ined. His tongue was heavily furred. 
red at the tip, indented at the sides 
and the panpille red and prominent. | 


He complained of being unable to 


take either solid or liquid food even in 


small quantities without causing heavi- 


ness, weight, oppression, pyrosis, eruc- 
tation of gases, nausea, and finally 
headache and vomiting. © 

Since 1894 these symptons had in- 
creased in severity, the nausea never 
ceased and this whole array of com- 
plaints would gradulate accumulate in 


force and energy, overwhelming his 
system with an attack of headache and 


intermittent vomiting, that would jast 
from three to five days. 

In 1895, these storms growing worse, 
rendered his life almost unbearable. 
I had been attending him about a week, 
when one of these attacks occurred. 


He had been vomiting one day before 


Isaw him. The scene was truly piti- 
able. I found my poor emaciated 
patient in a small darkened room 
scarcely able to raise his head, gagging 
and straining constantly, bringing up 
finally by the greatest of efforts, a tea- 
spoonful of white glairy mucous; his 
head bound tightly or wrapped in ice 
cloths; his eyes congested; his cheeks 
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hollow; his skin sallow and pale; his 
face bespeaking the intense agony he 
suffered, begging and pleading to 
those around him for relief from the 
horrible nausea and retching. 

I remained with him an hour and 
during that time he was not free for 
five minutes from efforts at vomiting. 


His sleepless, aching brain seemed 


racked to distraction. He would gag, 
vomit, and fall back exhausted. 

This continued three days, gradually 
lessening. Sleep came only through 
exhaustion. Every particle of food 
(liquid or solid) was promptly vomited. 
During these attacks, the temperature 
was increased from 99 to 103. 

_ These attacks were always of a simi- 
lar character and from November l, 
1895 to July 3, 1896 they occurred 
every ten days or two weeks. 
- The physician who had treated him 
had used drugs, diets, and lavage 
faithfully and persistently, so that at 
the outset, I was completely handi- 
capped. | 

I began with the remedies which had 
given relief in similar cases, and in 
turn used acids, alkalies, alternatives, 
pepsin, digestants, purgatives, tonics, 
bitters, sedatives, diets, etc., either 
singly or in combination, until I had 
exhausted all the resources at my com- 
mand. 

The only perceptible relief came 
from the use of small doses of diluted 
hydrochloric acid between attacks and 
a solution of cocaine and morphine 
during the paroxysm. 

About July 3, 1896, I read the arti- 
cle referred to above, and in despera- 
tion and despair of ever relieving him, 
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I ordered glycozone one-half, then one 
drachm, well diluted, twenty minutes 
before meal time. 

In a few days he said he felt better: 
within a week he repeated the asser- 
tion. To the utter astonishment of 
myself and his friends, one, two, four, 
and even six weeks passed, without a 
reoccurrence of his severe symptoms. 

About August 20th, he was so much 
improved, that to hurry matters, I 
concluded to try lavage again. This 
was done at 5 p. m. and at 10 that 
night he was in the throes of an at- 
tack, which lasted two days. 

He then resumed his glycozone ‘and 
continued to improve till October 15th, 
when on account of inactivity of the 
bowels and costiveness, he was given 
two grains of calomel, which brought 
on a slight headache and considerable 
nausea, 3 

He had already been taking more 
food, but from this time, it was in- 


creased in quantity and character, eat- 
ing three fairly good meals a day, and 


enjoying them. 

After beginning the use of glycozone, 
the acid was continued afew weeks, 
after meals, then left off entirely. No 
other medicine was used, except occa- 
sionally a pill of aloin, belladona, 
strychnia, cascara, when bowels were 
sluggish. 

To him glycozone proved the great- 
est boon, and to me, the relief given 
was simply wonderful. 

It is useless to add, that I have used 
the remedy in many cases since, and 
have met with excellent and even as- 
tonishing results.— New England Medi- 
cal Monthly, Feb. 1898.

With my limited layman’s knowl- 
ledge, supposed I had a scurvey or 
scrofulous tendency and ate all the 
more, and began using lemons daily. 
Went to dentist to get one of my (3) 
fillings. He was studying medicine and 
combining that with dental lore, per- 
haps, vaguely recommended milk of 


magnesia. He didn’t ‘‘ believe in up- 


setting stomach with those alkali mix- 
tures” so I used it as a mouth wash for 
which itis rather expensive, being a 
high class emulsion for the stomach 
use I believe. 

Diet most approved now is mixed 
(craham, stewed fruit, meat, etc.). 
Have not had cver four lemons or 
oranges in a year, since I saw dentist 
(who said that it was the lemons that 
were affecting my teeth). But they 


are now, at twenty-one so worn that 
upper teeth in front hide the lower 
front teeth when mouth is shut, they 
are yellowish, and sensitive to certain 
acid or sweet food. 

New wisdom teeth getting pin point 
spots all over top, caries, in spite of 
brushing with lime water. Am look- 
ing for any suggestions as to diet and 
dentifrice. What form of magnesia is 


the ‘milk’ (is it metallic form in sus- 


pension or some carbonate?) and what 
convenient paste would contain its prin- 
ciple? | 
D. D.S. don’t know or will not tell. 
M. D’s. haven’t made a study of such 


matters or else say “you now have good 


teeth,” so I apply to a journal of medi- 
cine.

UNITED STATES BONDS. 


United States bonds are recognized 
as the most secure and stable form of 
obligation that investors can hold. 
They are attractive, not only because 


of the absolute security offered, but 


because there is at all times a public 
market for them on which holders can 
quickly sell; and they also offer the 
most desirable form of collateral if the 
holder wishes to secure a temporary 
loan. 
bonds are not subject to taxes of any 
character-—Federal, State, or munici- 


pal—is a valuable feature of that form — 


of investment. United States bonds 
are issued in both coupon and register- 
ed form, | 


COUPON BONDS. 


A coupon bond is payable to the 
bearer. It may be bought and sold 
without formality as freely as any kind 
of property and without indorsements 
of any kind. Owing to the freedom of 
transfer coupon bonds are usually pre- 


ferred by persons who expect to hold 


them but ashort time. Their disad- 
vantage for the person who wishes to 


The fact that United States 
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make a permanent investment lies in 
the danger that they may be lost oy 
stolen, in which case the loss to the 
owner would be as complete as would 
be the loss of a bank note. The coupon 
bonds take their name from the method 
by which interest is collected by the 
holder. 
Printed on the same sheet with the 
bond is a series of coupons or small 
certificates of interest due, which are 


so designed that one is cut off at each 


interest period. Each coupon bears 
the number of the bond and shows 
the date of the coupon’s maturity. 
The holder of a coupon bond, at 
each interest period, detaches the cou- 
pon due that day and collects it. The 
coupons are payable at any Sub-Treas- 


-ury, and may be: collected through 


any bank, and will usually be accepted 
by any merchant having a bank ac- 
count, with whom the holder of the 
bond has dealings. The holder of a 
coupon bond may at any time have it 


converted into a registered bond free 
of charge. 


REGISTERED BONDS. 


A registered bond is payable to the 
order of the owner, and can only be 
transferred by being properly indorsed 
and assigned by the owner. Such as- 
signment is made by the owner filling 
in the blank form on the back of the 
bond, and must be witnessed by some 
olticer authorized by the regulations of 
the Treasury Department to witness 
assignments. The owner of the regis- 
tered bond who wishes to part with it 
writes his name on the back of the 
bond in the presence of the officer; 
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then the witnessing officer writes his 
name in its proper place and affixes an 
impression of his official seal. 

The officers who are authorized to 
witness assignments are a United 
States judge, United States district 
attorney, clerk of a United States 
court, collector of customs, collector 
or assessor of internal revenue, United 
States Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer, 
or the president or cashier of anational 
bank, or if in a foreign country, a 


‘United States minister or consul, In 


cases where there is no officer within a 
reasonable distance, or when, through 
sickness or for some other good rea- 
son, the owner of a registered bond 
cannot go before one of these officers, 
the Treasury Department will desig- 
nate some persons near the owner to 
act as witness. ee 

When the owner of a registered 


bond disposes of it and has property | 


assigned to it, he delivers it to the new 
owner, who should at once forward it 
to the Register of the Treasury for 
transfer on the books of the Depart- 
ment. The Register cancels the bond 
so forwarded and issues a new bond in 
the name of the new owner, and sends 
it to him by registered mail. The De- 
partment makes no charge for transfer- 
ring bonds. 

If the owner of a registered bond 
loses it, or if it is stolen from him, he 
should at once notify the Secretary of 
the Treasury A stoppage will be en- 


tered against the bond, and, if it 


should be presented for transfer, the 
Department will hold possession of the 
bond until the ownership is clearly es- 


tablished. If a lost or stolen jbond is 


not recovered within six months, the 
Department will issue a duplicate bond 
upon proof of loss and a bond of in- 
demnity being furnished. 

The interest on registered bonds is 


paid by the Government by means of 
checks. In order that no mistake may 
be made in: the payment of interest, 


the books of the Department are 


“closed” for a period, varying accord- 


ing to the importance of the loan. 
The books of the 4 per cent loan of 
1907 are closed for the whole month 
preceding the payment of a quarter’s 
interest. On other loans the books are 
closed for fifteen days preceding the 


interest payment. During this period 


no transfers are made, and the time is 
devoted to preparing ‘‘schedules” 
which contain the name of the owners, 


the amount of bonds each one holds: 


and the amount of interest due each 


one. Whenthese schedules have been 
prepared and proved, they are sent to 


the Treasurer of the United States, 


who immediately has checks and en- 


velopes addressed, and in due time 


each check is mailed to the address of: 


its owner. The checks for the more 
distant points are first mailed. Inter- 


est checks are obligations of the United 
States, and, of course, are good every-_ 


where. 

Coupon bonds are issued in denomi- 
nations of $20, $100, $500, and $1,000. 
Registered bonds are issued in denomi- 
nations of $20, $100, $500, $1,000, 
$5,000, $10,000. 

HOW TO SUBSCRIBE FOR THE NEW BONDS. 

The war loan which is now being of- 
fered will be sold to subscribers at par 
during the period of subscription, 
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which ends July 14,1898. The methods 
_of subscription have been made as easy 
as possible. Blank forms may be obtain- 
ed at every money-order post-office,and 
at most of the banks and express offi- 
ces, and on these forms is clearly indi- 
cated all that is necessary for the sub- 
scriber to fill out. The subscriber 
may himself mail to the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington the blank 
form filled out, together with his re- 
mittance covering the par value of the 
amount of bonds for which he wishes 
to subscribe. That remittance may be 
in whatever form best suits the sub- 
scriber’s convenience—in currency, 
bank draft, check, post-office money 
order, or express money order. The 
day the currency is received, or the 
day the proceeds are received from the 
checks, drafts, or money orders, the 
subscription will be entered and will 
immediately begin drawing interest. 
~ When the bonds are delivered, a check 
will accompany each delivery covering 
the interest at 3 per cent from the day 
the subscription is entered to the Ist 
of August, ‘the date of the bonds, and 
from which date the bonds will carry 
their own interest. 


DELAYS IN SURGERY. 


While there is room for more or less 
improvement in every department of 
surgery, we may certainly congratu- 
late ourselves upon the marvelous 
advance it has made within a compari- 
tively small number of years. Many 
operations have been so carefully de- 
veloped that we can scarcely expect 
more than trifling contributions to 

their technique, and no region of the 
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body can be said to lie beyond the 
reach of our surgical skill. Our meth- 
ods have attained a degree of great 
perfection and efficiency, but before us 
lies a serious obstacle which consists 
in faulty diagnosis. We see faulty di- 
agnosis in regard to the nature of the 
patient’s ailment, and, far more fre- 


quently, a faulty appreciation of the 


proper time for surgical interference. 
Every practitioner is to a certain ex- 
tent a surgeon, even if he performs no 
surgical operations, for he is compelled 
to aquire certain notions of surgery 


before he can obtain his diploma. If 


the general surgical instructions given 
to the students laid greater stress upon 
diagnosis, operators would not so con- 
stantly be called to see cases that have 
gotten beyond the reach of surgical 
help. As was recently said by McBur- 
ney, there must in every case be a 
time in the development of surgical 
diseases which marks the passage of 
the condition from an operable and 
curable point to one in the presence of 
which the surgeon becomes helpless. 

Greater care in diagnosis would 
lessen the number of inoperable can- 
cers of the breast, in which a patient 
with a lump has been told to wait a 
few months for developments. We 
see cancers of the uterus in which lo- 
cal treatment has been continued until 
hysterectomy can no longer afford a 
prospect of cure or even temporary re- 
lief. In strangulated hernias we con- 
stantly see patients that have so 
long been subjected to persistent and 
unavailing efforts at taxis that a state 
of callapse has been reached before 
the operator is called in.

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SINGLE REMEDIES. 


It is not expected that every prac- 
titioner of medicine should be an effi- 
cient surgeon; life is too short and art 
too long. It is necessary, however, 
that he should be able to recognize 
danger and so direct the march of 
events as to give the sufferer every 
possible chance of obtaining efficient 
and timely aid. 

In a large number of cases in which 
the patient is referred too late to the 
surgeon, the medical adviser, is, of 
course, not to be blamed for the delay. 
The fear of operation, the hope that 
the condition may be relieved with- 
out one, all are factors of great im- 
portance, and patients are only too 
glad to wait, and only realize at the 
end the price of procrastination. 
Every surgeon has seen people wh® 
stated that they wonld rather 
die than submit to an _ operation, 
and friends and relatives are only 
too prone to see things from 
the same point of view. This tend- 


ency is one that will never disap- 


pear, and against which all our skill 


and best intentions must often prove 


unavailing, but it is the medical ad- 
viser’s duty to discourage it as much 
as possible. It is only too easy to tell 
a patient to hope for amelioration, to 
persuade him that he can well wait for 
some time in order to watch for future 
developments, and to give him a partial 
sense of security. Yet we all know 
that such a course is an uwwise one, 
and that itis really better to prepare 
patients for any emergency that miyht 
arise, even when its prospects are re- 
mote. | 
Delays in surgery are responsible for 
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the fact that we see many inoperable 
cases. To them is due a large propor- 
tion of the mortality of many surgical 
conditions, and the fact that modern 
surgery has not as yet been able to 
fully demonstrate its possibilities— The 
International Journal of Surgery.

Versicolor. 

Previous to 1886 I had never used 
Iris as a single remedy.

with teasing tenesmus, where the urine 
is scanty and high colored, when mic- 
turition is frequent and accompanied 
by much soarness and burning. It is 
also of value in eruptive diseases such 
as measles, scarlet fever, the throat 
constricted, of a bright red color with 
pulpy submucous tissue, hot and dry; 
when the uvula is swollen long and 
suc-like, when deglutition is difficult 
or the tonsils intensely inflamed, and 
in erysipelas with vesicular eruption 
and urticaria, Apis is of value for 
epiglotitis and larynx cedema and con- 
sequent pain and dyspnoea. In pericar- 
dial effusions with distressed and dis-

ANTIDOTE FOR ARSENIC. 


Che following is a simple method of 
preparing Hydrated Oxide of Iron, the 
antidote for Arsenic, one of its chief 
alvantages being that the ingredients 
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are always easily obtained: Take Muri- 
ate Tincture of Iron, 4 ounces, and in 
a vessel of 12 ounces capacity mix with 


one drachm Ammonia Water; Shake 
well, pour on a large, wet muslin 
drainer, wring out the water and Alco- 
hol and wash with fresh water. The 
stomach has been evacuated by emetics 
while the antidode is being prepared, 
give four fluid ounces at once, to be 
followed by an emetic; then give two 
ounces every ten minutes.—Sqwibb. 


Boracic Acid. | 
Mr. Z—, age 75. Diagnosis, Albu- 
minuria. When first examined he was. 
voiding 100 ozs. of urine daily, con 
taining about 8 drs. of albumen. 
Prognosis: Unfavorable Treatment: 
Purely as an experiment I gave him 5 


_grs. of Boracic Acid three times a day 
for one month. At the end of this 


course of treatment he was found to 
be voiding 52 ozs. of urine, containing 
d drs. of albumen,

In athletics the tendency is toward 
temperance, Dr. Wood, professor of 
physical culture, being very strong in 
his precepts against any form of stimu- 
lant. A considerable number of the 


faculty are total abstainers, and Prof. 


Walter Miller is known as a Prohibi- 
tionist.— The New York Voice.
